Tne|very large attendance at the theatre 
lapt evening, and tlio deep and curliest 
expression of sentiment by the speakers, 
cannot fail, wo think, to have a beneficial 
effect upon the action of tlio Colonial 
Office with regard to tlio settlement of 
the "vest question' 1 of the- Seat of Gov- 
ernment. The acts of the gentlemen who 
60 nobly espoused our cause in London, 
have received an unanimous endorsement. 
They arc tendered the warm thanks of a 
grateful peoplo ; and thus encouraged they 
will be induced to redouble their exertions 
in our behull. and again urge tho matter 
upon the attention of tho Secretary for 
the Colonies, Tho question is so well 
stated in the speeches which we lay before 
our readers today that nothing remains 
for us to add, except that wo trust 
public agitation on the subject will not be 
suffered to subsido until justice has been 
done. Local issues mnst not he suffered 
to intrude themselves into this important 
question. Tho welfare of the entire 
Colony — not of auy particular section — is 
sought by tho memorialists, who realize 
the enormous expense entailed by the re- 
tention of the capital at a phce so illy 
adapted for it by Nature as New West- 
minster. 



The Executed Fenians. 



The crime for which iho Fenians 
Gould, Allen and Larkin suffered 
death on tho 23rd irj8tant,at Manehos- 
tor, Englund, was the murder of an 
Inspector of Polico in thai city on tho 
15th of Soptornbor last. ThePtlieo 
of Manchester had arrostod a certain 
Colonel ILully, who was believed to 
be a loader in theFoniao order. Kolly 
had undergone an examination beforo 
the Magistrates, and was being rocon* 
ducted to his prison, in another quarter 
of the city, in a prison-van. The van 
was guarded by five policemen When 
some distance from tho Magistrate's 
office, a party of armed men, to the 
number of at least one hundred, made 
a sudden attack upon the guards, 
drovo them off and liberatod Kolly. 
In tho fight, the unfortunate InsDOctor 
rccoived a ball through hi a head and 
shortly expired. Tho Foniana woro 
hunted by tho polico and citizens, and 
noarly all woro captured in the 
suburbs of the city. When brougbt 
to trial boforo a Speoial Commission, 
it was proved that tho executed men 
had fired upon tho guard. All three 
■woro convicted pf murder and eon. 
tencod to bo hanged. Strenuous ox j 
ertions were made to save them ; but 
' tho Queen (tho telegram says) in the 
most direct manner, re/used to accede 
to tho prayors made in their bohulf, 
and they accordingly paid tho ponaUy 
dus to their crimo. Those aro the 
first executions since tho overt acts of 
the Foniana commenced. Tho policy 
of tho British Government heretofore 
has boon merciful in the extroino. 
Fenians caught in arms in Canaia 
wero consigned to loa^ terms of m- 
prison niont. Those arromed in Ireland 
last spring were similarly troated, 
nouvithstandi ng thoir undoubted 
guilt. But it wou'd now - saoiri that 
tho Govern men t, finding its merciful 
p' 1 icy misunderstood and unappre- 
ciated, havo resolved to puinuo a moio 
vigorous coureo towards those tarn- 
guidod mon in faLuro. Hureaftor a 
murderer is to bo emi'.Iod to no moro 
confederation because ho is a Fenian 
than if ho did not belong to tho Order. 
Threats of reprisal on tho property 
and persons of iinglishmen in America 
will, of court-o, bo rifo ; but wo firmly 
heliovo that tho American Govornnnnt 
■will not sudor thoir soil to be dis- 
graced by tho perpetration of out* 
rages upon tho oitizons of Great 
Britain who aro living undor tho pro- 
tcotionof their flag, raoroly because jus- 
tice has boon meted out to misoroanta 
who havo been guilty of the highest 
crimo against tho laws of ovory civil- 
ized country,

The Northwest Territory. 

The Annexation fe^or has brokon 
out in a now spot. Tho report comes 
over the wires tbut the liudson Bay 
Company havo rccoived an otTor for 
thoir territory lying between British 
Columbia and Canada from tho United 
States. That tho United States wishos 
to buy i ho whole of British North 
America ha-i been no secrot for years ; 
but that England will sell ono foot of 
hor soil or allow any ol horColonios 
to do so is un absurd proposition that 
vns exploded several months siuoa. 



Tho report need create no unoaBinea 8 
hero, Tho aaio will not bo consum- 
mated. The Hudson Bay Company 
wish to soil out thoir torritory, it is 
truo ; but it is only in Great Britain 
or Cunada that they will find a cus- 
tomer for it. The Company are woll 
a ware of that fact. Why, tho East 
India Company might as -veil propose 
to soil India to .Russia, or the Irish to 
disposo ot tho Emerald Isle to France, 
as tho liudson Buy Company to talk 
ot handing tho feo simple of their 
Northwest Territory over to Jonnthan 
it may bo that a company of Ameri- 
cans havo proposed to purchase the 
rights of the Company for speculative 
purposes; but their Government oer- 
tainly has bolter sense thau to offer to 
buy the territory wbon they are well 
aware that oven woro the Company 
disposod to sell, thoy could never 
obtain tho consent of tho mother 
country to tho traosfor.

New York, Nov. 23. — In a battle on 
the 3d of October near Sau Carlos, the 
Brazilians flunked the Paraguayan forces 
and completely defeated tlio Paraguay 
ans. Ono divisiou was cut in pieces. 
The loss of the Paraguayans was very 
heavy. 

The Herald's special says a majority 
of Senators hesitato as to the legality of 
the present session, and are disposed to 
adjourn from day to day till December. 

It is rumored that the treaty for the 
purchase of the two Danish West Iudia 
Islands has been signed at Copenhagen.

New York, Nov. 98 — The steamer 
America has arrived. Lord Lyons, upon 
presenting his credentials as British Em- 
bassador to Napoleon, said the cordial 
relations existing between France and 
England have powei fully contributed to 
the welfare of the two countries and hap- 
piness of the world. The Queen's in- 
structions especially prescribe that I 
shall spare no effort to strengthen those 
relations. The Emperor replied that he 
w;is pleased with the sentiments expressed 
by Lord Lyons, and responded by avow- 
ing his sincere attachment to the Queen's 
person and family. From the commence- 
ment of hor reign one of tho most con 
stant of his objects had been to maintain 
friendly relations with Great Britain. 

London, Nov. 2;)— The I'opo has 
withdrawn his objections to propose 
European conference. Duly, Bavaria, 
and Wirtemburg have signified their ac. 
coptance of Napoleon's invitation to join 
in the conference. The conference will bo 
bold at Munich, December 1 Ith.

THE CAPITAL MEMORIAL. 



Public Meetiug. 



The meeting convened at tho theatre last 
evening to return thankB to MessrB Sproat, 
, Fr»ser, Dallas and other friencs of the Col- 
ony in London, wbo were instrumental 
in framing ibe Capital Memorial recently 
published in ibis paper, was largely and in- 
fluenlially attended. Hia Worship Mayor 
Trimble took tho chair at 15 minutes to 8 
O'clock, and Mr Wm Leigh was appointed 
secretary. 

Tho Mayor having called the meeting to 
order, briefly statod its object and culled upon 
Mr Robert Burnaby to move tho first resolu- 
tion. 

Mr Burnaby said that if was not intended 
1o reiterate the arguments already expressed 
in favor of having the capital here ; but it 
was intended to latum thanks to our good 
iriends in London for the interest they had 
taken in our welfare, and to endorse their 
action. Notwithstanding tho numerous 
■tatemenls of facts and memorials that had 
be8n aent forward, the state ot things had 
been entirely misunderstood at home. 
ThankB, however, to the gentlemen in Lon- 
don, a plain statement bud at lust reached 
the Culoniul Office in the form of the 
two memorials already made public here 
Some lime ago there was talk of the for- 
mation of a Society at home — a Society 
that, understanding the wants ot the Colony, 
would see that they were made ktiowu in the 
proper quarter. These gentlemen bad cup 
• plied that want, aDd we were at last repre- 
sented properly in London (applause/, It 
was impossible for the memorial to be con- 
futed excopt by mif representation or a par- 
tial statement ol facts We Lad experienced 
the necessity, i-iuee Union, of the public 
offices boing here. There was uoibiog lor the 
oUjoials to do at New Westminster, and tbeir 
proper sphere of action was at Victoria 
(applause ) He believed it was only necos 
sary !o eudorse the views of our friends at 
home to insure a favorable auan-or to, the 
memorial. Mr Burnaby then proceeded 10 
move the following preamble aad resolution, 
which were read amid loud appluuse : 

Whereus, certain memorials relating to a 
subject ol the utmost importance to the com 
, meroial, ini ustriul, general and poliiioul 
'interest of ibis Colony, numely, the eiiuMion 
of ttie Seat of Government of the now united 
Colonics of Vancouver Island and BritUt) 
Columbia, under the numo of Untish Colum- 
bia, huve been framed, Bigotd and irunsiuit- 
ted lo Her Majesty 'a Principal Secretary ol 
State lor the Colonies by Donald Frnsor, 
E->q, A. <J Dallas, E-q. Gilbert 11 Sprout. 
K»q (ueotlemtn well kuown and esteemed) 
the lludsoo Bty Co, the Bank of British 
Columbia, the Bank ol Briii.«n North A. ner- 
ic», and other mercan ile firms and gentle- 
men at present in Rutland, but interested in 
this colony by reusuD of their being properly 
or bondholders ; and wbor^as. copies 01 the 
«aid rmmariuls, us al-o a letter from our re- 
spected fel'ow-colonist D Frustr, E-q have 
been publisbad for ihe inf rmution of ih> 
public; and whereas it is advisable thut an 
expression ol opinion thereon should be 
eli iced, it is 

Resolved— That those memorials, ns they 
lucidly, honestly and irutblully portray uii i 
grasp the situ-nion, ana a'lly su pp rt and 
maintain the well-understood ami expressed 
wish as well of the people as of ihe Houor- 
ablt the Legislative Courci! of the Colony, 
namely, thai the Seat of Govern men I for the 
now United Colonies ol Vancouver Island 
aud Brilish Columbia would, for the present 
at least, be mosc udvautaeeouslv and con 
veniently placed at, the City of Victoria, it 
being situated on the high toud ol travel to 
both Americua uiid British possessions, the 
centre ot commerce a d resort, and the pivoi 
ot postal und steamboat communication 
both domestic and foreign, po-eessed of 
Buperior and established ailvautages, us well 
lor Ibe internal gover rnent ot the country 
as for holding easy and rapid communication 
with Engluud, Her Majesty's fleet aud 
fcreigD por's, including the recently formed 
AuMcrea Territory ol Alaska, we cordia'iy 
«ndorw their pruyer, aud ulso tho poliliu 
course he memorialists have pursued. 

Mr A.J. Lsngley seconded tho preamble 
and resolution. He was pleased to know 
that we bad friends at homo working for us. 
When wc bud friends and Irionds in need, it 
was proper thut we should show a ju j t ap« 
preciation of their friendship (applause). 

Hon, Dr Helmcken, who was received 
with prolonged manilesiations jf popular es- 
teem, said that he had no idea thut any 
memorial was beir g drawn up in England 
until ho received a copy of it by mail. The 
idea originated Willi a number ol gentlemen 
who had joined together for the purpose ol 
advancing the interests of Ihe Colcny. A 
meeting of gentlemen representing various 
large interests iu British Columbia was hold 
at Messrs Anderson, Thompson & Co.'s 
office, lit liter Court, on April 20ih, 1867, to 
consider the question of the selection of tho 
Seat of Government of Brilish Columbia. 
Alter considerable discussion, duriuy which 
it wus elicited that the highest naval and 
military outlier ities acquainted with thu 
country had expressed decided opinions in 
favor of Victoria and Esquimalt being the 
Seat of Government, and tout public opinion 
in England likewise endorsed the same, it 
was determined to transmit a petition lo His 
Grace the Duke of Buekmuham, Her Maj- 
esty's Secretary ol Slate for (be Colonies A 
memorial was accordingly drawn up which 
jn a short titnu received the signatures ol 
seventy firms or individuals. Thu memorial

his favor; so he (th-i Speaker) next day 
sent it to the Govornor unauthenticated. Use 
had been made of if, that ho would rather 
not at present disclose, but might do so at 
some future time. When the second me- 
morial reached hirn, the doctor said that he 
took it to tho Governor himself. He hud no 
idea in whut spirit the second memorial was 
received at the Colo iul Office, hut hud been 
told the memorialists were graciously received 
but were informed that no decision would 
oe made until dei patches from the Gov-rnoi 
hud bBeu received. Up to the middle ol 
August, these despatches and the resolutions 
>il ibo Council had nnt reached the Home 
Government It was likely that Mr Birnti 
took them with him, behoving it was advisu- 
blo that they should not get there bolore be 
did (laughter) Up to the 1st of September, 
everything went well. .Since then he feared 
that no attcrtion had been paid lo the 
memorial. He feared this Irom reasons he did 
not care at pre cot to disclose. He said 
that Vietorian8 had beon represented to the 
Coloniul Office as — well, no belter than they 
ought to be. If tho present Colonial Minis 
ter was brought to regard us as uufuvorably, as 
previous Colonial rulers had becu brought, 
he would sot ur down as a set of self-seeking 
wundrelB. Ho did not believe thut New 
Westminster had any legal right to the capi 
tul of the Uoued Colonies. New Westmin- 
ster was merely capital ol British Columbiu, 
not of Vancouver Island. There was no 
Seal ol Go ernment ol tho United Colonies 
since union, The capital wus not a question 
restiog upon the depth or width of Eraser 
river, the sandheads, tho harbor of Burrard 
Inlet, or whether New Westminster was a 
iiood site or a bad one for t*e capital. We 
had merely to consider what is beBt for the 
Colony. What is the Seat of Government 
for? It must be convenient for the internal 
goverment of the Colony, or it must be con 
venient for communication with foreign 
countries. With regard to the internal 
government, it rested upon two points — the 
convenience of the public and the convert 
ienco of the Government. The people had 
spoken and declared that Victoria was »h 
most convenient point lor them (applause. 
The Government should he as acceptable a 
possible to the people. Governments were 
made to bo bothered and should not get out 
of the way, Victoria hod every conven 
ience for the tr.nsaction of public business 
The Governor ought to bo where he can see 
what is going 00. He ought lo be a man to 
encourn«o, to help und lo advise the peopl 
especmlly in our C.lony, where the Governor 
is the chief executive officer (applause.) 
With regard lo our localiuii will) 
spect to iniercoursu with f reign ports and 
neighboring powers, he ihoujiht none would 
dispute OpplauseJ. If New Westminster 
und Victoria were similarly situated with re- 
gurd lo the internal government of tho Co 
ony, Victoria was better situatod with regard 
to carrying on correspondence with abroad 
Since the acquis. tion ol A'aslsa by the United 
States wo were like n nui between a pair ol 
nutcrackers [laughter], and complications 
must Boon arise that will render it necessary 
for tho Governor to be accessible from 
abroad. Tho life of the Colony was at Vic- 
toria und at Cariboo ; but Vic'oriu must be 
tho capital because of its location. Every- 
one iu the Colony said that Victoria was the 
best locatiou for the oopital. Why, then, was 
it nol fixed here? 1'hoonly reason that lie 
could discern was because the people ol New 
Westminster said they hud bought their lot 
thero with die idea that mat was always to 
be the cupiul. That promise was fuifille i 
prior 10 Uuion. VietOMu bad a veiled rgbi 
in Free Trade which was sacrificed by Union, 
aud if New Wesuniostcr had vested rights 
in the town lots, Victoria had vested right- 
in the maintenance ol Free Trade and town 
lots, loo. If it were said that ihe people ol 
Vancouver I-land demauJed the abrogation 
of Free Trade and thereby parted witu (In- 
vested right, il rnigbl be said (h it lbs poop e 
ol ih-i wliolfl country demanded that (he seal 
<jf Governrni.'Ql should bo -l Victoria, thereby 
d"ing uw.iy Willi uny Vested rii-iils Ne-v 

Westminster might' imagine herself to p'o< 
sens. The Executive Council. ors worn Now 
Westminster loi owners, and he did not bo 
lieve that the people ol this Colony would 
consent 10 allow tho members of thai Cou - 
cil lo use the power placed in their hand- 
o,- the bi D 'tit of t e Colony l< r 
the purpose ol enhancing the value ol then 
real eslaio. The Government, should nt-vei 
us partizan. The Government was usm/ 
tho people's means in opposition in ibe »is:i 
of ihe people. The people had built un 11 
ciiy here ; but Ipuud mat the Government 
mat-ad of protecting the inlere<ls <>i the city, 
wus endeavoring to make New Westmiosiei 
tho superior ol Victoria fupplausej. Ho did 
not think it advisable 10 couplj a statement 
of our grievances in other respects with this 
que-uon ; many of those grievances, he be - 
lieved. sprang from ttje unseeded condition 
of this question mid the neglect of Her Mn- 
lesty's Government, who, lie feared, would 
nol listen 10 the voice of this Colony until ii 
wus brought home in a much ot onger way 
(ban tho expressions contained iu the me 
morial. Th;: boo. gentleman retired amid 
groat applause 

Hon G. A. Walkem, M.L.C. for Cariboo, 
said ibis was the first time he had had ibe 
honor of opp^ariug before a Victorii au- 
dience. The Cariboo miners were interested 
in the struggle that was going on here fap 
plau-ej. The people ol New Westmiosiei 
set themselves up as the arbiters, not !y ol 
(beir own town, bul of Victoria ami Cariboo 
und ihe whole Colony. Jn neither place had 
ho one dollar's wortti of real estale ; but, as 
a private individual, he endorsed all Ibat 
had been said by Dr. Helmcken, and he hud 
no doubt all ( uribooiies present thought Ihu 
same way [prolonged applause]. 

The preamble aud resolution were unan- 
imously carried. 
Dr. Powell uiovad tbs following resolution : 
Resolved —Thai desirous of expressing our 
graiuude, and our app.eoiotion of die valu- 
able kervice rendered, wo tender our 
heartfelt thanks to Donald Eraser Ksi|„ A. G 
Dallas Esq., Gilbert M Sproat Esq., und 
others ; the Banks, Mercantile Firms, and 
gentlemen who have in the hour of neeu 
interested themselves in favor of this sadly 
neglected Colony, for their kind labours und 
munlorious service in its behalf, and whilsi 
bagging that they will continue their active 
exertions, we also pledge ourselves to aid 
their endeavors us lur as our now restricted 
Ireedom will permit. 

Dr Powell said that it whb pleasant to 
know that wo had friends so able, so willing 
and so ci mpeient to lay before tho Home 
(•orernmsnt a statement of our wrongs anil 
wants, whioh ho believed sprang chiefly 
from tho whims and caprices of those high in 
position in tho Colony |upplausej. If the 
Colonial Office wanted luiihur pioof of the 



wuuld be settled long ago; but it seemed 
we were just as lar lrn m a settlement of the 
question as ever. We little thought when 
voting for Union that we should have a 
fight ubout, the capital. We I'tlle thought 
of those little letters from the Ruode la Paix, 
or tbegenileraan at New Wesimn Hitr steeped 

10 tho lips w th prejudice agninst Viotoris. 
It Beemed quite enough that if Viotoriu 
wanted a Unrip done (hat it shouldn't be 
done (laughter and applause). ll really 
seemed to him that (he parly who Blands iu 
our way is lb- very pmty who should bo 
with us, and he fell sure lhat uutil bo was 
removed there would be no settlement 
of the question! He believed this meeting 
would bo but a preliminary nue to ask the 
Home Government 10 recall Governor Sey- 
mour. [ Prolonged applause. 1 

The second resolution was carried unani- 
mosly. 

Mr M. W. T. Drake said thai special 
thanlsa ough' to bo given to Mr Donuld 
Eraser, who had drawn up ihe second mem- 
orial, and who having stood by us ibruugb 
good report and bud, now stood ready lo do 
s ill more in our behalf, We must place our 
friends in Loudon in a position to state that 
their action is endorsed by the poople of the 
Colony. Ho therefore moved tho following 
resolution. 

Resolved — That onr special thanks are due 
and given to our estctuied Ir-Jlow colonist, 
Donald Fraser, Esq , for the offer of his ser- 
vices in England, should occasion require, 
aud in tho integrity ol whose intentions we 
have tbe fullest confidence. Whi 1st accept- 
ing Ibis generous offer, we nevertheless eurn- 
o<ily and confidently hope that Her Majesty's 
Principal Secretary of Stale for tho Colonies 
will, according to Cousi iiutional usage, no 
cede lo the well-understood wishes of tbe 
people, us expressed by petitions, and to the 
desire of the Legislative Council as shown 
by their Resolutions, und by so doing in some 
measure remove the now existing aud con- 
tinually increasing disconlont and assist iu 
restoring lhat confidence which is so much 
needed, and thus materially aid in reviving 
the progress and promoting the future welfare 
ot the 011 lira Colony. 

Mr John Wilkie seconded the resolution of 
Mr Drake. Mr Donald Frasor hud done his 
best to secure Ihis place as iho Capital ; he 
hud devoted not only labor but thought to 
the subject ; and il was bul right that we 
should recognize his services in a proper 
manner (applause). 

The resolution was carried by aoclnruu- 
liou. 

Mr B. P. Griffin moved lbs lollowing ; 

Resolved — That a copy of iheso resolutions 
be sent to His Excellency Ihe Governor with 
the respcctlu 1 request that be will (otwaid 
them at the first opportunity to Her Maj- 
esty's principal Secretary of Stalo for the 
Colonies , and that a copy also to sent lo 
Donald Fraser, E-q., in order lhat tbe same 
may bo made known to tbe Iriends of Ibe 
Colony in Eogland. 

Hon W. J. Macdonald lully concurred in 
the expressions contained in the resolutions, 

11 d was very glad to see lhat the services of 
tlio8o g-sollemen who are exerting ihemselres 
in England for our benefit were appreciated 
I'bey deserved all. the thanks lhat could be 
bcslowcd on ihcm, aud more particularly as 
they are not su; posed t r > foel so keenly the 
wrongs under which wo are labouring us we 
do, biiug men ol independence, who cun livi, 
whatever becomes of the Colony. On the 
oiber hand il was to be lamented that il 
should be necessary io keep up agitation 
about a matter thai should have been settled 
long before no-v. When a large majority ol 
the colonials petition in a respecitul manner 
and these petitions ure supported by the Log 
islaiive. Council, the Execumve suould bow 
to such a sirong -xpresaioo of public opinion, 
especially when no question ql a pulilipal 
Utiuractor in involve. 1, and nothing asked lor
